they may bo termed one, but each 
has its separ.tto head, with J. P. K. 
Miller, Chief Engineer, as the head 
of all departments. 
Few realize the 


work of the architectural department, 
while- all understand what falls to the 
lot of tho engineering and mining de- 
partments. These departments make 
the surveys, both Inside and outside of 
the mines and keep tho minos and 
coke plants in proper shape. 
The 


architectural department looks after 
the erection of houses, buildings of 
all kinds and the construction of tip 
pies, both ot steel and wood, 
tt is 


one of the most important departments, 
and is least hoard of. The occupa 
tion ot the new building has added 
considerable room to tho old struc- 
ture, where the hnsiness of the com- 
pany is carried on under the supervis- 
ion of General Superintendent Clin- 
Serman. The engineering department 
formerly had space on the top floor of 
tho did •'building but it was always 
toajnp'pred and inconvenienced by the 
lack .ot room. 
The new building is 


especially equipped for the depart- 
ment, ono of its chief conveniences 
being a large number of windows that 
live ample light for all the offices.
